SB 3 (Consideration of House Amendment, HJ p. 636-637)  revise certain provisions
regarding the use of the state seal.

SB 86* (Consideration of House Amendment, HJ p. 632-635)nonestablish reports on the
price of government and to make the data available to the public.

SB 152 (Consideration of House Amendment, HJ p. 635)revise certain provisions
concerning state aid to education, to revise and provide for the adjustment of the
per student allocation for the state aid to general education formula, and to revise
certain property tax levies for the general fund of a school district.

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CONSIDERATION OF REPORTS OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE

HB 1248* (SJ 35th LD)extend the sunset of the one-half percent increase in the gross receipts
tax imposed on visitor-related businesses.

CONFERENCE COMMITTEES APPOINTED THAT HAVE NOT REPORTED

HB 1208 (Amended HJ 468, 470) repeal certain education mandates to enable the public
school system to operate more economically.
Require the Board of Education to promulgate rules providing for the training of
school bus drivers, and to allow parents the option to receive certain notices from
public schools via electronic mail.
